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Sir: 

On March 15,2000, the Examiner required restriction between the following 
"inventions" under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

L Claims 1-13, drawn to a power ON reset circuit, 
classified in class 327, subclass 143; 

II Claims 14-17, drawn to a memory device, classified in 
class 395, subclass 500. 

On April 13, 2000, Petitioners elected the claims of Group I, namely claims 1-13, 
drawn to a power ON reset circuit, with traverse. 

Petitioner respectfully requests that the Examiner's Restriction Requirement be 
reversed. 

The claims of the Group II invention, namely, claims 14-17 are Beauregard 
claims that are so intimately related to the claims of the Group I set, that to require two 
patent applications for such closely related inventions to be inappropriate. If one were to 
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consider, for example, the limitations of claim 14 and compare them with the limitations 
of claim 7, the similarity of the inventive concepts becomes clear. The fact that one 
invention is claimed in Beauregard form whereas the other is not, as a matter of policy, 
should not be a sufficient distinction for a requirement for a restriction. 

Petitioner respectfully requests that the Patent and Trademark Office reconsider 
the Examiner's restriction requirement and reverse it and permit the claims of both Group 
I and Group II to remain in this application for prosecution purposes.
